Walter Coleman, superintendent 
of the National park here, and 
Alvin Baker, superintendent of 
the National cemetery, said to­ 
day. 
Thousands of veterans are buried 
on foreign soil. The War Depart­ 
ment has sent letters thus far to 
27,000 next of kin, offering to ex­ 
hume these bodies and ‘‘bring them 
home." The questionnaires permit 
relatives to designate a national 
cemetery where they would like to 
have their soldier dead buried, "as 
long as these national cemeteries 
remain open.” 
288 Requests Already 
CXit of the 27,000 questionnaires 
thus far sent out, 288 next of kin 
have requested that burial be made 
in the Gettysburg National ceme­ 
tery. The government expects to 
send out 270,000 questionnaires. On
